AT OHIO’S CAPITAL.! 


LAWYERS 10 BUILD 
NEW ORGANIC LAW 


Columbus, Nov. 20-—Lawyers will 
draft the new constitution of the state 
of Ohio, 
Also, they will inject a lew- 
million words into the official record. 
Farmers will furnish first aid when 
votes are needed. 
Lawyers and fann­ 
ers together can. show a clean pair of 
heels to the rest of the body. 
Despite a general demand that some­ 
body beside attorneys have a chance 
to see what can be done in organic 
law building, the followers of Black- 
stone will be more preponderant in 
the constitutional convention than in 
the legislature. In a total membership 
of 119, no less than 46 have been ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
The farmers trail 
far behind with only 25. 
Politically in the convention there 
will be 62 Democrats, 51 Republicans, 
three Socialists, two independents and 
one Prohibitionist. 
The Democrats 
have two over a majority. 
By occupation there are 46 varieties 
of lawyers, one of whom claims also 
to be an editor and another a banker. 
Farmers, scientific and otherwise, in­ 
cluding two fruit growers, register 26. 
Fourteen classify as 
business 
men, 
seven as representatives of organized 
labor and two as public officers. 
There arc* five physicians, four bank­ 
ers, four ministers, one of whom does 
some farming, two manufacturers, two 
carpenters, two merchants, two are 
retired by their own admissions. There 
is one accountant and also one cap­ 
italist, oil operator, druggist, civil en­ 
gineer, graiu dealer, 
labor 
business 
agent, labor 
organization 
secretary, 
printer, stair builder, foreman, solicit­ 
or, miner, lather, glassworker, man­ 
ager, state labor department 
clerk, 
lumberman, real estate dealer and one 
lone editor who refuses to make his 
profession a side line to law .

During 


An Old-Tim e A rtillery Missile Made of 


Cast Iron, and of Most Peculiar 
and Interesting Construc­ 


tion. 


Philadelphia. 
Fa.—Of 
the 
many 
styles of artillery projectiles made 
and used during the War for the 
Union those constructed on General 
James’ place were among the most 
interesting and useful. 
This 
inveu 
tion, however, was not one of those 
springing directly out of the sudden 
and intense study given by Americana 
to military matters, ihe system hav­ 
ing been devised and subjected to se 
vere tests several years before the 
opening of the Civil war. 
Shot and shell on this 
principle 
were elongated and, of course, were 
intended for rifled cannon only 
The 
James missile was of cast iron, oylin 
dro-conoidal, the whole forward por 
tion- tin' point—being solid, if a shot, 
and hollowed and provided with a 
percussion fuse, it a bombshell. 
In 
the base of the projectile there is a 
ventral orifice extending into the i-yl 
Inder and from this orifice m s seen 
in 
the 
illustration 1 
ten 
almost 
rectangular openings diverge Hike the 
mortises for spokes in a wheel-hub) 
through the body to the exterior 
In 
recesses on the outside of the pro­ 
je c tile is the “ packing.” an envelope 
of strong canvas, sheet-tin and lead, 
suitably arranged for 
the 
peculiar 
work assigned for it 
On tho outside 
is the ca n va s, which is well saturated 
with a tallow lubricant. 
In making, 
the heavy tin envelope is secured in 
its place by an iron collar, and the 
space between the tin and the body 
of the cylinder Is filled with molten

lead which, adhering to the tin and 
to the iron, forms a compact mass 
around the projectile. 
When the gun is fired tin* powder 
gases are forced into a base of the 
projectile, and through the ten open 
ings against the packing, and this 
expanded into the rifling of the gun 
Imparts to the shot or shell the re 
quired rotation in flight.

i v* ted by this inventor 
wai 
carefully thought out; and, as tin 
lead, melted into its place, had an ex 
ceedingly tenacious grip, and as th« 
force of the powder charge could ex 
pand the “ packing” no farthei than 
the grooves of the gun, there wer< 
no complaint* as to the packing be­ 
ing b lo w n off in fragments before th* 
missile had completed its journey 
The average weight of th** .lame*
